all expenditures of the plant, for the 
year just closed (tx^ept 
those for 
added values) including the cost of 
m aintaining the 'nmates cf the alm - 
house, is sufficient to pay the $0,000 
interest en the bonds and then have 
a balance left for a sinking fund. 
In another point of view the estab­ 
lishm ent ie both creditable and profita­ 
ble to Rock coanty. 
The testim ony of the state board of 
control, and the care-takers of the 
insane in ether states deputed 
to 
exam ine the Wisconsin county system 
for the support of insane persons lead 
the trustees to b?lieve that a vary un­ 
usual number sent from the state 
hospital to our asylum as chronic 
cases, are dismissed cured, or so much 
improved that they 
are permitted to 
return to their homes on furloughs, 
from which they are seldom sent back. 
“ Do any of your patients go home 
cured?" asked a member of the state 
board 
The trustee answering in the 
affirmative, the questioner seemed sur­ 
prised and apparently incredulous. 
Dr. H. M Wetberell, specialist, 6ent 
from the Philadelphia insane hospital, 
after exam ining critically all depart­ 
ment of our asylum, expressed aston­ 
ishm ent that so many had been dis® 
missed. 
H. H. Hart, secretary, with three 
members of the Minnesota State Board 
of Charities and Correction, recently 
visited our county farm and after 
thoroughly inspecting the asylum and 
almshouse,

consin. 
At Janesville we found what

the institution who is not a pauper. 
Everything was sciupulously 
clean 
about the plaoe and the m eals were as 
wholesome and well prepared as could 
be found at a first-class hotel. 
In a 
word, the place was cheap, clean and 
com fortable.” 
Ojo of th 3 Minnesota delegates on 
entering our assembly room 
said: 
“ We fiud no such chapel, no library 
like this in other county asylum s.” 
The number of patients Discharged 
from the Rock County Asylum regard­ 
ed as cured or partially cured during 
tho year embraced in this report 
scarcely less than a dc zen. 
Why is it that 60 many cases sent to 
our hospital as incurable are per Kitted 
to be taken away by their relatives so 
greatly improved is not wholly cured? 
May it not, in a measure, ba attributed 
to the observance of the Sabbath as a 
day of rest, to the voluntary gather­ 
ing o I the patients, dressed for the 
occasion, in the chapel for appropriate 
services in which all, even the worst 
cases, with very few exceptions, are 
apparently interested—and to the dis­ 
tribution to all applicants afterwards 
of books, magazines and pip rs, the 
donation of kind friends of the insti­ 
tution?
